loBdOB, Ave. U.-^leri Sallabury. 
laat of the great atateamen of the past 
generation, Is dead under the burden 
of his advanced age. 

L«rd Sallaburjr had been< 111 aince 
early laat winter, but hia condition 
was not regarded m aerloiM until In 
the beginning of the preaent month. 
According to the medical Journals he 
guffered from internal paralysis, which 
developed from the illness following 
the death of his wife in 1899. Not- 
withstanding hla Ulneaa, he had per- 
Blated la worklnc vatU he was forced 
to Uke to his bed. 

In the death of Ivord Salislmry 
passes the greatest Knglisliman of the 
day. Ten years a^o half the nation 
only would have asserted so much; 
to-day all Britain reoognisea him aa 
each. 

The newspapers Monday morning, 
E(-me of which appear with black bor- 
ilers, devote the bulk of their space to 
the last hours and career of the mar- 
fiula of Salisbury. In their edltorlala 
they pay warm tributes and expreaa 
deep admiration for the dead man, 
recognizing that with him there 
paascs away the last of the great Kng- 
llah statesman of the Victroia era, as 
well as the last of the brilliant group 
of European diplomata. 

King Bdward'a tribute to the de 
ceaaed marquis of Salisbury was given 
In the Court Circular Sunday night, 
dated Marlenbad, Suaday. It runs aa 
follows : 

"The king has received with pro- 
found regret the news of the death of 
the marquia of Saliabury and hla maj 
eety deeply deplorea the loaa of ao 
great a statesman whose Invaluable 
Berviees to Queen Victoria, to the king 
and his country in the highest otflces 
of state which he held for so many 
yeara will ever dwell in the memory of 
hia fellow countrymen." 

Meaaagea of condolence are pour- 
Ing In at Hatfield house. The send 
ers include King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra, the queen of Portugal and 
President Loubet. Touching refer 
eacea were made to the dead atatea- 
aoaa in the pulpita of almoat all the 
churchee In the United Kingdom 
There were many visitors to the vll 
'lage of Hatfield Sunday. 

The parish church was crowded Sun 
day morning, the worshipers includ- 
ing Premier Balfour, the earl and 
counteaa of Selbome,' the marquis' 
■osa i^nd the membeni of hia family 
and household. 

Ijord William Ceell. the rector of the 
church, ofhciated, but beyond choice 
muaic and appropriate hymns the 
•ervice waa of the uaual character. 

The senior curate In hia aermon 
paid a tribute to the deceased, spe- 
cially dwelling on his private virtues 
and his devotion to the church. In 
the conclusion of the discourse the 
whole congregation roae and remain- 
ed standing while the organist played 
the Dead March in iBaul. The funeral 
has been provisionally flxed for the 
end of this week to enable Lord Bd- 
ward Cecil, who la on hie wajr homa

Ha Swore on the Stand That Me Did 
Not Shoot Senator Goebel. 



Georgetown, Ky., Aug. 24. — "Mr. 
Howard, did you ahoot Senator Ooe* 
bei?" questioned Froaecutor Violett 
Saturday afternoon when Jlai How- 
ard was put on the Stand la the Pow- 
ers trial. 

Intense silence reigned throughout 
the courtroom. Clearly and diatinctly 
came the reply to Mr. Vloktt's qoea- 
tion: 

"I did not, sir." 

This and many Rimilar questions 
were propounded and answered. How- 
ard denied knowing Youtsey until in- 
troduced to him by Youtaey's wife in 
the Frankfort Jail, both Toutsey and 
Howard having been convicted. 

Howard denied ever having known 
Taylor previous to the shooting, or 
that he waa In the executive building 
or on Capitol square the day prior to 
the tragedy. 

He told on direct examination by 
Attorney Violett, of Powers' counsel, 
the story that he has told on each of 
the three trials which he hat had In 
the Franklin circuit court.

The Sultan's Troope Bombarded and 
Deetroyed the Monaatery of Con- 
etantlne^ Where Ineurgente 
Had PorlMe^ Than*eivee. 

Sofia, Aug. 24. — From Eastern Adri- 
aiioplo cornea reporvs of more flghtlng 
which ao far appears to be resulting 

chiefly in favor of the revolutioniats. 
Many villages have been burned and 
their inhabitants have taken refuge 
across the Bulgarian frontier. After 
a long fight at Stoloro the insurgents 
defeated a detachment of Turkiah 
troops, which lost 20 killed and 
wounded. 

At Chanapa.sko, near Surovlcovo, 
Insurgents are reported to have anni- 
hilated an entire Turkish regiment. 

At Bulanksexra,~ near Ornovoro, 75 
revolutionists are credited with de- 
feating a Turkish battalion. The vil- 
lages of Andermis and Enrika, near 
Vaslliko, have been burned to ashes. 

The Turks have bombarded and de- 
stroyed the monastery of Constantine, 
near Losengrad, where 60 insurgents 
had fortified themaelvea. The villages 
of Bakdglk, Konakara, Bvren, Dlngls- 
crt and Brusheva, hav(» all been burned 
and their Inhabitants have tied. The 
large village of Drumix ^ic near l.os- 
engrad, haa been burned by Baahl Ba- 
zouks. The villages of Bach, with 300 
hotises, and RakorOk 200 bouses, situ- 
ated in the vilayet of Monastir, have 
also been burned by Turkish troops. 
Two hundred women and children 
from these villages are i^w begglns in 
the streets of Monastir. 

The Turkish government has organ- 
ized a special court at Monastir to try 
the captured Insurgents. The tribunal 
is c(imi)osed fif a Turl:i.=h president, 
three other Turks, twc) (Jreeks and one 
Albanian. It will partake of the char- 
acter of a criminal court and not of a 
court-martial. 

THE BLACK SEA SQUADRON. 

It Haa Been Recalled to Sebaatopol By 
the Riiaeian Government. 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 24.— The Rus- 
sian Black Sea squadron, which was 
ordered to Turkish waters and which 

arrived at Iriada, Eastern European 
Turkey, August 19 to support Ilussia s 
demands on the sultan, growing out of 
the assassination of M. Rostkowski, 
Russian consul at Monastir, has been 
recalled to Sebaatopol, the aquadron's 
point of departure. The recall fol- 
lowed a notification from the porte 
that the sultan had ordered all the 
Russian demands to be complied with.

light .Monday morning begin to call 
out the thousands of restaurant em- 
ployes upon whom the throngs of 
business men In Chicago depend for 
sustenance. At least 160 restaurants 
In the down-town and outlying dis- 
tricts will be visited by .the labor com- 
mittees and the leaders declare that 
before night S.OdO rsons will be idle. 

The officials of the Restaurant Keep- 
era' association say that the impend- 
ing strike is a direct violation of 
agreementa that have been signed by 
the association and the unions and 
that if the strike is called the restau- 
rants will be kept open for business 
with non union help.

Abotlt fifty i)eople were on hoard 
when the vessel sank, ale nit iliree- 
(juarters of a mile above its starting 
point In the canal, which is about eight 
milea long and runs from Indiaaapoils 
to Broad Ripple Park. The canal la 
narrow and from ten to fifteen feet 
deep In the middle. It is not yet cer- 
tain what sent the steamer to the bot- 
tom. 

Defective machinery, overloading on 
one aide and leaks are blamed by dif- 
ferent persons. 

Skiffs on the canal aided in the 
work of ^^■s( lie of fainting women and 
children Mr. Hates, who says he 
saw the woman and baby drown, aaved 
his wife as she sank the third time. 
She weighs over 200 pounds.
